Rains (D-Ala) charged today the 
Eisenhower administration has 
ousted an official for collecting 
more than a million dollars owed 
the government by big New York 
City banks. 

Rains said in a statement insert- 
ed in the Congressional Record 
that this was part of an apparent 
plan by “big New York bankers 
(who) came into political power” 
to wreck the Federal Deposit In- 
surance Corporation (FDIC). 


OFFICIAL OUT 

The Alabaman said the . official 
who lost his job, through abolition 
of the position he held, was Russell 
D. Miller, FDIC treasurer from 
~ March, 1951, until this year. Rains 
said Miller has been “either fired 
or demoted or transferred, it is 
not clear which.” 


FDIC and Treasury officials had 
no immediate comment on the 
statements. Miller could not be 
reached. 


FDIC insures deposits up to 
$10,000 in most banks. The banks. 
are required to pay a small assess- 
ment on each account to pay for 
the insurance. 


NONPAYMENT CLAIMED 


Rains said until 1951 some banks 
never had paid their assessments 
in the 16 years since the system 
was established. The total delin- 
quency, he said, was about $3,- 
600,000. 

Then in March, 1951, the con- 
gressman said, FDIC established 
the office of treasurer and Miller, 
named to the post, collected all 
the back accounts, filing suits 
against some banks which refused 
to pay. 

The post of treasurer was 
abolished under the Eisenhower 
administration, Rains said, adding: 

“The explanation is simple 
enough—the FDIC treasurer made 
the fatal mistake of collecting from 
big New. York City banks what 
they owed to FDIC.”’ 


HELD JOB BEFORE 

Rains said the job of making 
collections now is back in the 
hands of the official who held it 
before Miller, W. G. Loeffler. 

Rains noted President Eisenhow- 
er appointed W. Randolph Burgess, 
former official of the National City 
Bank of New York, as deputy sec- 
retary of the Treasury. He said 
an associate of Burgess, Ray M. 
Gidney, has been made comptrol- 
ler of the currency and thus auto- 
matically a member of the three- 
man FDIC board of directors. 


PERSONAL REASON 


Rains said ‘‘aside from his nat- 
ural prejudice . . . Burgess has a 
more personal reason to want to 
scuttle the FDIC’’—namely, that 
the National City Bank was forced 
to pay $200,000 in FDIC assess- 
ments “after vehement protests.”’ 

The bank escaped paying $191,- 
805 more because the statute of 
limitations had expired, Rains 
said. 

The congressman said the Chase 
National Bank of New York owed 
~ $604,203 in back assessments and 
paid $430,433.

Many Georgia families await word 
whether their ‘sons, husbands, fathers 
or brothers are among those released 
in the POW exchange in Korea now in 
progress. - .

We can never. know, of course, the 
full story of the treatment of these 
men held captive by the Communists.

Some died, of course, of neglect 
and mistreatment in the camps. Others 
wete just swallowed up by the earth— 
the fate of many war .casualties.

POWs as heroes and help them to re- 
shape their shattered lives and to re- 
cover their physical, mental and spir- 
itual health. Their experiences we can- 
not erase, but we can help to ease the 
scars inflicted by the monstrous aggres- 
sion of tyranny they helped to repel. 

To those who died, we pay homage. 
They gave their lives in defense of 
freedom; to preserve for all men their 
chance to work, worship, read.. and 
speak in accordance with their own 
wishes and in respect to the laws of 
God and man. They. died to protect 
their friends and families from the 
knock on the door of the tyrant and his 
agents and the imprisonment of mind 
and body in a strpightiagket called the 
state. 

We honor these Georgia heroes as 
well as those of all the United States. 

We join the distressed families in 
their prayers for their missing loved 
ones. We sincerely hope they all re- 
turn home safely. 

We cannot pay our debt to them, but 
we can work to deserve the sacrifices 
they have made.

Dodge School Tangle 
Shows Our Weakness 


. What can happen under the prevail- 
ing system of dual responsibility in the 
administration of county schools is well 
illustrated by the situation in Dodge 
County. 

There the court has ruled that the 
county superintendent must hire teach- 
ers nominated by the county board, 
whether or not the superintendent has 
recommended those teachers. 

The court decision is based on the 
statute that gives a county. school 
board power to manage and control 
schools. The Dodge board has main- 


tained the power includes the election . 


of principals and teachers, — 

Obviously, if the school. board car- 
ries the interpretation-and the power to 
the extreme it can take over the school 
superintendent’s duties and eliminate 
any’ need for that officer. 

Such was not the intention of those 
who laid the constitutional foundations 
for the county school systems. The 
school board should be a policy-making 
body, in the broadest sense of the term. 
The school superintendent should be an 
administrative officer charged with ¢ar- 
rying out the policies of the board, but 
left with authority over details of ad- 
ministration, - 

When the system ‘wurks out well, it 
is by accident rather than by design. 
It ‘is because the school board has the 
judgment to-let the superintendent ad- 
minister the schools, including the hir- 
ing and firing of\personnel. 

‘The: conflict of authority and the 


kind of crisis that has arisen in Dodge 


County will continue to arise as long. as 
the school board is elected by one group 
and the superintendent by another. 
That setup remains the rule and not the 
exception in Georgia counties. 

We will get centralized responsi- 
bility, and better adminjstration in the 
county schools when we make the su- 
perintendent directly responsible to the 
board and the board to the: people. 
We'll get better schools when the board 
hires a competent man and turns the 
system over to him to run as he sees fit.

The emphasis in our prisons should 
be on rehabilitation—vocational and 
moral—instead of a system of enforced 
slavery and brutality. That course 
cures no criminal; it makes him worse. 
Until state .prison systems rid them- 
selves of such practices, it will be nec- 
essary for the FBI to interfere to pre- 
vent them and to insure the few civil 
rights remaining to a prison inmate.

Mayock tells with amazing frankness 
what he did with the money. 

Out of the $65,000, a contribution of $30,- 
000 was given to the Democratic national 


“campaign fund to help elect Truman. 


Mayock says the party needed funds badly. 
He says he knew it was illegal for an in- 
dividual to donate $30,000 to a presidential 
campaign fund, so he arranged to split it 
into sums of $3,000 and he arranged for 


‘individuals to contribute equal amounts. 


Actually, that’s a common practice in poli- 
tics. 4 

What isn’t common practice however, 
is for a lawyer to take a case before the 
Treasury department and then ask for pay- 
ment in cash from his client for as large a 
sum as $65,000 so there would be no record 
of a transaction by check, Also, it is not 
common, practice for tax cases to be ex- 
pedited to settlement unless some impor- 
tant influence is. exerted. It seems strange 
that conclusions reached by the technical 
staff-of the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
were reversed even though they had. been 
accepted as probably correct by the client’s 
regular lawyers. 

The whole affair smells bad. What bet- 
ter way, therefore, is there to check on the 
operations of the executive branch of the 
government and its employees than by 
congressional committees?

When the war was over. N. C. State was getting around to the 
eonstruction of a 12,000-seat stadium for basketball and assorted 
indoor activities.

At that 
moment, the State team was known as the Red Terrors, and they 
were about ag unterroristic as a Democrat in Maine.

18,000 Gain in 13 Years

ALBANY, Aug. 4—Industry’s wheels are turning with 


increasing tempo in Albany. 


Here in the sandy flatlands 


of south Georgia, Albany towers an industrial giant with 


dwellings for newcomers. 
Georgia’s sixth largest . city, 


Albany has long claimed the 
nation’s attention for being one 
of the South’s fastesi-growing 
business areas. 


With her broad, palm-lined 
avenues, the city is the county 
seat of Dougherty, a county with 
an estimated population of 50,- 
100. The present population of 
Albany proper is estimated at 
36,900—an increase of almost 18,- 
000 over 1940 census figures— 
and greater Albany has some 
43,000 inhabitants. 

The largest trading center in 
southwest Georgia, Albany draws 
customers from a primary trade 
area (25-mile radius) with a pop- 
ulation of 120,341, and from a 
secondary trade area (50-mile 
radius) with a population of 358,- 
831. 


MILITARY INSTALLATIONS 


Among the more than 50 maj- 
or industries in the city which 
pay an annual $8,462,000 to thou- 
sands of workers, are two large 
military installations — Turner 
Air Force Base and the South- 
eastern Depot of Supplies of the 
United States Marine Corps. 

Turner Air Force Base is head- 
quarters of the 40th Air Division 
and the 31st Fighter Wing. 

The Marine Depot, covering 
some 3,677 acres, came to Al- 
bany last year and ultimately 
will employ 1,000 civilians and 
as many military personnel. 
The depot serves as the Marine 
Corps supply center for the en- 
tire eastern United States. 


LARGEST INDUSTRY 

The largest single industry in 
Albany is the Coats and Clark 
Thread Mill. Other major indus- 
tries include seven peanut and 
pecan processing plants, a meat 
packing plant, a farm implement 
factory, a hosiery mill, a new 
pharmaceutical ehemical plant, a 
carpet factory, several bottling 
plants and several peanut but- 
ter and candy plants. 

The number of nut processing 
plants gives proof to Albany’s 
claim — Pecan Center of the 
World. 

The only pecan research labora- 
tory in the United States is lo- 
cated in Albany, the heart of the 
nation’s greatest pecan raising 
section.

Blue Law 
Gets Study 
In DeKalb 


A group of DeKalb business- 
men will meet next Tuesday to 
take what may be the first step 
in the drafting of changes in 
Georgia’s ancient Sunday Blue 
Law. 

Glenn Hicks, vice-president of 
the DeKalb Independent Business- 
men’s Association, said all three 
DeKalb legislators will be invited 
to a meeting of his group to dis- 
cuss the clarifying or changing 
of the state statute that prohibits 
the conducting of ordinary busi- 
ness on Sunday. 

Rep. A. Mell Turner, who has 
committed himself to a consider- 
ation of introduction of such leg- 
islation during the November 
session of the General Assembly, 
said he would probably attend the 
merchants’ meeting. 

Turner pointed out, however, 
that he earlier this year advised 
leaders of the group to seek legal 
advice in drafting suggested 
changes in the law. 

‘‘A new blue law that will sat- 
isfy a majority of the people of 
Georgia will be hard to write,” 
Turner commented. 

A local option Blue Law, first 
suggested by Turner, would prob- 
ably be impractical from a legal 
standpoint, Turner said Tuesday. 
He added, however, that he felt 
state-wide support could be found 
for the passage of a well-writ- 
ten general bill. 

Hicks said his group has not 
retained lawyers to study pro- 
posed changes in the Blue Law, 
but would discuss such a plan at 
its meeting. 

Interest in changing the pres- 
ent Blue Law was aroused last 
winter when the DeKalb Grand 
Jury ordered a crack-down on 
merchants who were operating 
as usual on Sunday. 

DeKalb police first warned and 
then gathered evidence against 
scores of businessmen. Indict- 
ments were prepared against 13, 
but the jury that ordered the en- 
forcement considered only one 
case, returning an indictment 
against a nurseryman. The mer- 
chant was convicted and given a 
probationary sentence. 

Another Blue Law case, based 
on a warrant sworn out as a test 
of the law, is still pending in the 
City Court of Decatur. 

DeKalb merchants pledged a 
campaign to change or clarify 
the law after it was found that 
only a jury can decide the type 
of Sunday sales that constitute 
violations. 

Turner commented during the 
Blue Law controversy that the 
“*horse-and-buggy”” law was in 
danger of being declared uncon- 
stitutional because of its failure 
to clearly define violations. 

Legislators have emphasized 
that they do not wish to “‘let 
down all the bars against Sun- 
day sales,’’ but only to revise the 
law to suit public opinion.

Andrew E. Hall, mailman, said 
the law could have its good 


used to roaming. He does not 
own a dog and said he has no 
trouble from dogs while deliver- 
ing mail. 

A housewife, Mrs. H. M. Pau- 
line thinks the leash law.is a 
good idea but it is up to the 
owners to restrain their pets. If 
they had to bail the dogs out 
every time the dogs were locked 
up the owners would keep them 
tied. 

Willard ‘Freeman, a _ govern- 
ment employee, kecps his three 
dogs fenced in‘and thinks all 
owners should do-likewise. ‘‘No 
dog should run loose because of 
the danger of rabies,”’ he said. 

J. Higgins, a business engineer, 
took an opposite point of view 
from the health department. 
“The proposed law is impractical 
out here. We hardly have side- 
walks and it is hard enough to 
leok out for yourself much less 
worry about a dog. Northside, 
that is where people live, is still 
the wide-open spaces,’’ Higgins 
said. 

Keith Bates, camera shop own- 
er, said the law is absurd for 
Northside. ‘It is all right for 
shopping areas but not sensible 
in the residential districts. Edu- 
cating the owners to their respon- 
sibilities is the answer to the 
problem, not legislation,’”’ he 
said. 

Mrs. Molly Viola Pitts, house- 

wife, said she wants the law 
passed. The roaming dogs have 
ruined her shrubbery. She has 
spent $60 replacing shrubs and 
trees destroyed by dogs. She 
does not own a dog now but 
used to always keep her dog on 
a leash. 
A Peachtree Battle woman, 
Miss Margaret Fairlie, is not in 
favor of a dog leash law. “‘It is 
just impossible to keep a dog tied 
up all the time,” she said.
